The markets generally are about 
steady, the confidence of holders being 
based more upon the expectations of an 
active trade later on than upen the pre—- 
sent volume of business. In oils there 
are comparatively few changes. Lard 
is a trifle weaker. Linseed is lower at 
the West and there is somewhat ofa 
weakening here in consequence. Paints 
show no important changes beyond a 
reduction of 14 cent on white lead. 
Chemicals are quiet but rather steadier. 
Drugs are moving mederately, with 
opium easier. Essential oils are rather 
firmer.

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THE IMPORTATION OF WHITE 
LE AD, 

One of the main issues considered at 
the meeting of white lead corroders at 
Saratoga last week, was the danger of 
competition from English lead, at such 
prices as have ruled here for some 
months past. The statement that the 
foreign markets were so much below 
our own as to permit the sale of lead to 
this country, even with an import duty 
here of three cents per pound, wasa 
surprise to every one who had not 
studied the matter closely. The prices 
of both lead and oil have lately declined 
considerably in Europe, although for 
some time past they have been slightly 
below the parity of this market, and 
more recently the difference has been 
wide enough to enable importers here 
to offer lead in oil delivered here at a 
lower price than the Association price 
for domestic, less all rebates and dis- 
counts. To what extent these offers 
have been accepted by buyers here it is 
difficult to determine. The imports 


‘of white lead for the past six months 


have been about 500 tons, against less 
than 250 tons for the corresponding pe- 
riod last year. This excess had been 
attributed largely to the increased im- 
portations of the single brand which 
sells here to any extent,and was regarded 
as an effect of last Fall’s ‘boom,’ 
which led to larger orders being placed 
abroad than the subsequent demand 
would have warranted. It is probable 
that this is the true explanation of most 
of the increased importation. Dealers, 
as the rule, have not wanted lead badly 
enough this year to make them buyers 
of any considerable quantity of English 
at the slight difference in price which 
has been offered thus far. Still, the 
possibility of such importation is in- 
creased as the difference in _ price 
widens,and the New York corroders,who 
are the first to feel the effect of any im- 
portations of white lead, have realized 
the danger which exis(s in the event ofa 
more active trade springing up while 
prices on domestic remain at their pres- 
ent point. At the present open quotation 
of £26 for oil and £15 for lead, the ma 
terial for 100 Ibs. of white lead would 
cost about $3 37, To this must be added 
$3 00 duty, and expenses of shipment, 
freight, etc., making perheps a quarter 
ofacent per pound. The cost of man- 
ufacture we cannot determine, but we 
venture to say that lead in oil can be 
laid down here, duty paid, at 7% cents 
per pound, the English makers being 
willing, of course, to forego all profit on 
lead for the sake of getting a hold upon 
this market. Even a slight loss upona 
sew hundred tons sent to this market 
would be of trifling consequence to 
some of the large English corroders. 
It would simply be a furtherance of the 
policy which has regularly been pursuetl 
by all classes of British manufacturers, 
of unloading their surplus stocks in for 
eign markets where there were compet- 
ing manufacturers. It will be seen that 
this is an element in the trade which 
it is necessary to keep in mind. 
Until there is a universal revival 
of business which renders England 
less dependent upon America for an 
outlet for her goods, than she is at the 
present time,we are in constant danger of 
being overrun with English productions 
so soon as the price here exceeds the for. 
eign cost by more than our import duty, 
which must be looked upon as the only 
barrier between our markets and what- 
ever surplus stock may burden the Brit- 
ish manufacturers.

NITRATE OF SODA. 

The statements made in these columns 
in April last, respecting the pcssibilities 
of the trade in nitrate of soda, are all 
verified by the course of the trade since, 
and the present position of the article. 
The history of the nitrate trade for the 
past twelve months is very interesting, 
as showing the suddenness with which 
the consumption of apy article may be 
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checked by the price. As stated in our 
preceding article, the deliveries in Eu- 
rope were much below preceding years, 
a fact that was attributed to the high 
price. We also said at that time that 
small as the supply appeared to be, there 
was every probability of its proving 
equal to the demand, unless values de- 
clined sufficiently to induce farmers, 
who are the principal consumers, to 
make their usual purchases. The 
statistical position on the Ist inst. 
showed imports into Europ: of 440,000 
bags since January Ist, against 1,239,- 
520 bags in 1879 and 775,280 in 1878, 
added to the stuck at the beginning of 
the year, this gives a total supply of 
1,024,000 bags for the first six mouths of 
the present year, against 2,161,120 bags 
in 1879 and 1,479,880 in 1878. The de- 
liveries show a still greater falling off, 
having been only 636,000 bags this 
year aS compared with 1,424,160 
last year and 1,186,280 in 1878. 
This decline in sales can only be 
attributed to higher prices at the 
time when farmers should have been 
making their heaviest purchases, than 
they were willing to pay. The result 
is astock at the present time which, 
though but little more than half of 
what was reported at this date last 
year, and which may reach a very low 
point before the close of the year, un- 
less the shipments from South America 
turn out to be more liberal than is yet 
promised. 

The American supply is not so scant 
as to materially strengthen prices. We 
have had a total supply thus far this 
year of 149,000 bags against 149,000 
bags in 1879 and 98,000 in 1878. The 
consumption has been 104,156 bags as 
compared with 90,611 and 75,506 re- 
spectively in the Jast two years; 
Leaving a stock in store and afloat of 
44,567 bags this year against 58,357 last 
year and 22,080 the year before. The 
stock on the way to the United States 
includes 12,000 bags from Europe, and 
aggregates 82,100 bags, while at this 
date there were 55,000 on the way and 
in 1878 95,000 bags. The consumption 
here has not been checked by any prices 
that have prevailed this year to the same 
extent that they have influenced the 
foreign demand, for the reason that the 
class of consumers here can pay more 
money for that article than the British 
agriculturists can afford to pay. The 
checking of consumption then, has the 
same effect in prices on both sides of the 
water, and its benefits are, therefore, 
shared by consumers here as well as 
those in Europe. 
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OUR EXPORTS OF ALCOHOL. 

In their semiannual circular refer- 
ring to alcohol, Messrs. G. F. Gillette 
& Co., of this city, give some interest- 
ing statistics of the export movement 
since January 1st, compared with a like 
period in 1879. They give the shipments 
of American alcohol during the first 
six months of the present year, aggre- 
gating 113,182 bbls and 770 puncheons, 
against 93,990 bbls during the same pe- 
riod last year, showing in favor of this 
half year an increase of 19,192 bbls and 
770 puncheons, This result was reached 
by an increase of shipments to Central 
America and West Indies, 257 bbls; 
Antwerp, 1,969; Hamburg and Bremen, 
2,904 bbls 20 puncheons; Gibraltar, 289 
bbls 112 puns.; Spain, 33,184 bbls 470 
puns.; Portugal, 820 bbls50 puns.; Italy, 
6,872 bbls; to sundry ports, 118 puns. 
Votal increase, 46,295 bbls and 770 puns. 
To offset which there was a decrease of 
shipments to La Plata, 4.904 bbls; Mar- 
seilles, 15,117 bbls; England, 1,186 bbls; 
Trieste, 1,728 bbls; Turkey, 3,638 bbls; 
to sundry ports, 530 bbls. Total de- 
crease, 27,193 bbls. Balance, 19,192 
bbls and 770 puns. 

As a remarkable feature of the above 
abstract we would invite attention to 
the increase to Spain of 33,184 bbls. and 
470 puncheons, and the decrease to Mar- 
seilles of 15,117 bbls, 
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The amoant of business transacted 
during the six months just elapsed was 
not so considerable as might be inferred 
from the quantities actually exported. 
There was at this time last year some 
long contracts already made for deliv- 
ery extending throughout the year, say 
from September to June,and no such 
transactions so far have taken place 
this season, the engagements for future 
being very light. This, coupled with 
the fact that considerable alcohol had 
been sold previous to December 31, 
1879, the delivery of which was made 
after January 1, this year, explains 
why, with a larger export than we ever 
had in any six months before, we can- 
not report a like improvement in the 
sales. The prices have fluctuated from 
40 cents, the highest paid, to 344 cents, 
the lowest. They ruled higher in Jan- 
uary and May than during the four 
other months; 354 cents was the closing 
quotation.

It is a notable fact in thisconnection, 
that the first two months of the year 
were below those of 1879, and if these 
shipments were on account of sales 
made previous to January Ist, it follows 
that the actual business during the 
early months of this year must have 
been exceedingly light. The total ship. 
ments for the six months show a very 
satisfactory aggregate. 





CONVENTION OF THE WHITE LEAD 
CORRODERS. 
(EDITORIAL CORRESPONDENCE.) 

Saratoaa, N. Y., July 17, 1880. 

However smoothly the current of 
trade may flow during the periods that 
occur between the meetings of the 
white lead corroders, there always 
seems to be work enough in the adjust- 
ing of grievances and the revision of 
rules, to occupy the rather constant at- 
tention of the gentlemen who attend 
these conventions, for the better part of 
three days. It has required time to test 
the working of the rules that have been 
adopted, and experience to suggest 
changes by which they might be im- 
proved; hence, I presume, they will 
soon be so far perfected as to thereafter 
demand no further revision. But there 
seems to be no likelihood that the stock 
of grievances will ever be exhausted. 
Nearly every corroder has a grievance 
to present, and while I cannot say that 
nearly every one is, in turn, himself the 
subject of complaint, it would seem as if 
some of them had devoted more thought 
to devising means by which they might 
violate the rules of the Association, 
without doing violenceto their own 
consciences or being fined by the ref- 
eree, than they have to some of the 
more legitimate requirements of their 
business. Many of the methods related 
here, by which the rules have been got 
around without direct violation, show 
an ingenuity equal to any of the 
schemes that have been devised by am- 
ateur financiers for paying the Nation. 
al debt. It is unnecessary to recount 
them, because they are already known 
to buyers, and have been so thoroughly 
exposed at this convention as to be un. 
derstood by those corroders who have 
not, hitherto, been familiar with these pe- 
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culiar business methods. The past six 
months seem to have heen prolific of 
schemes of this sort. The corroder is 
not the sole, nor, indeed, the most 
troublesome aggressor. Some of the 
large dealers are reported to have been 
guilty of most flagrant violations of 
the rules by which they are supposed 
to be bound if they receive a rebate. 
The Western. people complain that 
trouble from this source has been great- 
est at the East, and that Eastern dealers 
have extended their operations into 
Western territory. But then, the whole 
case is complicated by the counter 
charge that these dealers obtained their 
lead from Western corroders, and that 
this “cutting” has been made possible, 
not by the extra rebate to which large 
buyers are entitled under the rules, but 
by their purchases of lead at less than 
the Association’s net prices. 


All of this represents the disadvan- 
tages of the lead business,—disadvan- 
tages which it shares with almost every 
other trade, and which are, by no 
means, the result of association. On 
the contrary, they would have been so 
much more serious without the control 
which tbe Assoviation has exercised, 
that there is a strong sentiment in 
favor of maintaining the organization, 
not only among the corroders them- 
selves, but among their customers. The 
condition of trade has been such, during 
the past six months, that no scheme 
could be devised by which the absolute 
regularity of price could be secured. 
The capacity outside of the 
Association is not large, and although 
its owners can create no end of annoy- 
ance by naming prices below those of 
the Association, they can only sell so 


much lead, and that they would be en- ! 


titled to sell were they in the organiza- 
tion. The latter is to the outsiders, in 
corroding capacity, more than eight to 
one, and as dealers, for the most 
part, prefer to sustain the Association, 
the position of the outsider is not 
80 rife with advantage as might at first 
appear. 


The high price of white lead bas un- 
doubtedly opened the door to much of 
the cutting which the late dull trade has 
invited. Not that correders have been 
warranted by the cost of their lead in 
making such cuts—for we have repeat 
edly pointed out in these columns the 
fact that the cost of white lead was 
governed by the cost of the pig metal 
some months previously. We have 
also shown that this fact is sometimes 
disregarded by corroders themselves, 
who may be tempted by too wide a 
margin between the present price of 
pig lead and the carbonate to lower 
their price for the latter, even though it 
wept into the beds at a cost which 
would not warrant them in making any 
reduction. The present position of the 
matket is a fair instance. The dull 
trade of the past six months bas made 
most corroders slower in emptying 
their beds than usual, so that there is 
comparatively little low-priced pig lead 
now in process of manufacture. The 
white lead now in the beds and in store, 
tuking the country through, probably 
cost an average of 54c in the vig, and 
yet it is very evident that some cor- 
roders have been selling their products 
of late at acost predicated upon the 
current cost of pig lead, which they 
will not be able to put upon the market 
as white lead for three or four months to 
come. This is unduubtedly a bad way 
to do business, but so long as it is done 
that way by even a single corroder, 
it demunds recognition as one of the 
evi's agaitst Which the Association hes 
to guard, This fict, and the addition ] 
one that the price of white lead is so 
high as to admit of the importation and 
sale of English lead at a price below 
that of domestic, has led to a reduction 
of one-half cent per pound in the Asso- 
ciation price, which is the most imyoit- 
ant action taken by the convention, 
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I believe a greater reduction was looked 
for by the larger Eastern dealers, and it 
was favored by most of the corroders 
from this section. This is probably due 
to the fact that the causes which have led 
to a decline have been felt more seriously 
in the seaboard markets than elsewhere. 
There was much opposition to any re- 
duction, but a half cent was finally 
agreed upon, although, as we have 
stated, itis claimed that some months 
will elapse before the corroders will be 
selling any lead that cost low enough to 
warrant the slightest reduction in their 
figures. 'This, however, seems to be one 
of the vicissitudes of their business 
which there is no way to avoid. 

One change was made in the rebates. 
The dealer who buys 1 to 5 tons of lead 
between July Ist, inst., and January Ist, 
1881, will be entitled to the 2's per cent 
rebate which has not, heretofore, been 
paid to buyers of less than five tons per 
annum. Much complaint has been 
made by the one to five ton buyers, and 
it has been deemed only just to give 
them a margin. It will be noticed that 
the rebate does not apply tu buyers of 
one ton per year, but to those who pur- 
chase that quantity during the current 
half year. Whether it will be continued 
after next January, and the limit made 


one or two tons per annum has not 
been decided, Another change in the 


rules was made by which buyers of 25 
tons or more are permitted tu pay a re- 
bate of 2 1-2 per cent to their customers 
who would be entitled to such a rebate 
under the rules, and this is allowed the 25 
ton buyer in addition to his own 5 per 
ceit. It virtually places him upon an 
equality with the 50 ton buyer, so far as 
selling is concerned.

The New U S. Pharmacopoeia. 
There are but six of these official 
dilute acids: but I venture to say that 
very few physicians in general prac- 
tice can give their proportions cor- 
rectly. I have tried the experiment 
with quite a number, and they have 
invariably declined to attempt it, but 
answer that they can give the doses. 
It is true that physicians know the 
doses of the dilute acids, but they 
know them independently of the 
strong acid, and this is just the point 
raised; that the doses of both must be 
memorized, when, 1f the rule of 10 per 
cent were to prevail, it would only be 
necessary to know the dose of the 
strong acid. An examination of the 
list will show that this change toa 
uniform proportion of 10 per cent can 
be made without detriment to useful- 
ness. Since the activity of all except 
one is diminished, there can be no 
danger of over, dosing from the 
change. 

The strength of dil. phosphoric acid 
would beincreased from 7.39 to 10 
per cent; an increase which could give 
rise to no serious result, even though 
administered in the original dose. 

Dilute hydrocyanic acid is not in- 
cluded in this list, and should be left 
unaltered as an exception of the rule.

It is doubtful whether vinegar pos- 
sesses any advantage over alcohol as

The three first mentioned are now 
1244 percent. A change to 10 per 
cent would be free from objection, a 
difference of 2!¢ per cent being imma- 
terial. 

With black drop (acetum opii) there 
would be a reduction of 4 per cent, a 
change on the side of safety. 

Mr, Rice, with great propriety, sug- 
gests that all the liquid preparations 
of opium, except paregoric, be made 
10 per cent strength.

The strength of wine of aloes and 
wine of ipecac would be increased with 
advantage. Wine of colchicum root 
would be decreased to one-fourth, 
making a teaspoonful an average 
dose. Wine of colchic. seed and wine 
of tobacco should be dropped as use- 
less preparations. Wine of antimony 
should be left unchanged as an ex- 
ception to the 10 per centrule. Thus 
all the official wines except the last 
mentioned could readily be made of a 
uniform strength. 

4. The Tinctures. 

This is by far the most important 
class of the liquid preparations and I 
have reserved their consideration for 
the last. They number fifty-seven in 
the Pharmacupeia of 1870; in the 
Pharmacopeia of 1880 the new addi- 
tions will probably run their number 
up to eighty. The strength, as al- 
ready stated, is arbitrary, ranging 
from one part to 256 (paregoric) to 50 
per cent (tr. verat. virid.). ‘the larger 
majority are in the neighborhood of 
10, 14, or 20 per cent 

An exawination will show that the 
strength of all these might very ad- 
vantageously be made 10 per cent, 
except the camph. tinct. of opium;

Special formule would be given for 
those only which require special treat- 
ment. In the old Pharmacopeia, the 
formula and specific directions for 
every tincture are given with tedious 
minuteness. The following paragraph, 
“moisten the powder with two fluid 
ounces of diluted alcohol, pack it 
firmly in a conical percolator and 
gradually pour diluted alcohol upon 
it until two pints of tinctures are ob- 
tained,” are repeated almost in the 
same words, no less than thirty-three 
times.

Why Oil Tanks Attract Lightning. 


In the REPORTER of July 7th there 
appeared an item relative to the cause 
of oil fires, in which some theories 
therefor, advanced by the Scientific 
American, were quoted. The original 
article in our contemporary has drawn 
out several communications upon this 
subject, and we have ourselves re- 
ceived a number of letters giving 
theories for the cause or remedy ot the 
prevalence of oil fires resulting from 
lightning strokes. 

Mr. H. A. Clifford, of Pittsburgh, 
who has had much experience with 
petroleum and its products, writes us 
that we are mistaken in our statement 
that all oil tanks struck by lightning 
have wood tops. ‘We think,” he says, 
“the very last fire from that cause was 
an iron tank, and the fluid passed 
around by the rivets in the top and 
cut it out as neatly as it could have 
been done with shears. Now do you 
not think that much of this loss and 
danger could be prevented by making 
every large tank exposed to the suna 
still, or in other words, by inserting a 
2 to 6 inch pipe in the top of each and 
carrying off the vapor through a 
cheap condenser? Would not the oil 
saved pay all expense and prevent all 
this pressure of gas, which is, as you 
say, the attraction of the electric 
fluid?” 

We are not prepared to speak of the 
value of this suggestion, but should 
be glad to have it discussed by some 
of our readers who are practically fa- 
wiliar with the handling of petroleum. 

A subscriber in this city endorses 
the theory put forward in the article 
referred to, by saying that the “reason 
of wooden top tanks attracting the 
lightning, it seems to me, is because 
wood being so porous the vapor from 
the oil escapes and so forms an attrac- 
tion for the electric current. Iron 
being much harder and denser the 
gas or vapor remains with the oil.” 

‘This view is contradicted, however, 
by the fact stated in Mr. Clifford’s 
letter, that iron tanks are sometimes 
struck, as wel! as by most of the com- 
munications to the Scientific Ameri- 
can. One correspondent of that jour- 
nal considers the theory of vapor at- 
tracting lightning erroneous, for the 
reason that vapors from petroleum 
are often heavier than the at- 
mosphere, and rather seek the 
ground. ‘Practical refiners,” he seye, 
“always fear this most in and abouta 
refinery, asjthese vapors hugging the 
ground are frequently drawn toward 
their furnace fires and lead to fearful

Indigo is unchanged and nominal. Cutch 
is slightly easier. Gambier is unchanged. 
Madder has had more enquiry, Lolders be- 
ing more inclined to meet buyers. 

Indigo is dull and prices are entirely 


nominal. The season for the sale of this 
atticle has not yet opened, and _ the 
smaller buyers do not seem to be 


in need of stocks, At the sale in London, 
which begun on the 12th inst , prices went 
off 64 on the finer grades, and 3d 


on the ordinary and _ inferior quali- 
ties. The full particulars have not yet been 
received. The declarations were 9900 
chests East India, 2300 chts Bengals and 
Tirnoots, 1150 chts Benares, Oudes, etc., 
3900 chts Kurpahs, 900 chts Madras, 1300 
chts Manilas, Figs, Washings, etc., and 400 
chts not printed and withdrawn. The 
great bulk of the goods was of ordinary 
and inferior quality. Had the market here 
been more active it is probable that prices 
would have been affected, but as 
it is no change has_ been _ effected. 
We repeatour quotations of $1 15@1 35 for 
the low grades, $1 40@165 for medium 
and $1 75(@2 for the finer qualities. The 
stock of Guatemalas is short on the spot 
here but there seems to be a smaller sup- 
ply in London as 75 cs have been exported 
to that market during the past few days. 
The nominal quotation here is $1 20@1 49 
according to quality. The so:t kinds have 
only a light demand but prices remain un- 
changed. We quote 70@75c for ordinary 
to good grades of Manila and 80c for 
extra; 75@77!sc for Madras ordinary to 
good, and 8vc for fine. There is no 
Caracas offering. 

Logwood is dull. We only hear of one 
sale, a lot of 150 tons Aux Cayes, at $22 50. 
The lot of 7¢ tons Cape Hayti was sold to 
arrive on contract, as was also the 150 tons 
Jamaica on the ‘“‘Alps.” The terms have 
not transpired. 

Cochineal moves off very slowly in small 
lots, asrequired for immediate consump- 
tion. Atthe sale on Wednesday last, in 
London, prices were 3d _ lower, but 
on the spot there has been no great change 
in values, as they were already below the 
parity of the London market. The quota- 
tions at the close were 65(@,67!3¢ for black 
Tenerifte, and 57!,(@60¢e for silvers, For 
Honduras silvers the quotations were 60@ 
65c. The nominal quotation for Mexican 
is 65c, but it would not bring more than 
60c,if as much. 

Sicily sumac continues to sell fairly in 
accordance with the wants of consumers, 
but there are very few orders for large lots. 
Prices are the same as when we last wrote, 
and we repeat our quotations of $72 50@75 
for jobbing quantities and $70 for invoice 
lots. Off grades are still to be had at $30@ 
40 as to quality, but they are not wanted, 
and the market closes dull. 

American yellow prussiate of potash has 
declined since the date of our last, but the 
lower price has had no effect on 
buyers, and the market closes quiet. 
The prices now quoted shut out the outside 
sellers, and there is at present nothing to 
be had below 26c, which is now the manu- 
facturers’ price.

Linseed oil is firmer. The demand 
though rather moderate is fair for this sea- 
son. There have been a few inquiries for 
large lots, but as they are at prices low- 
er than the crushers care to accept 
they have not resulted in sales. The price 
of both Calcutta and domestic City crush- 
ed is 60c, and the market closes very firm. 
On the day following our last the Western 
Consolidated Company reduced the long 
price in the West to 55c. Difterent reasons 
are assigned for this movement. One is 
that the company, having to buy in any 
oil that offered up to-day, fixed this price, 
more for its own protection than for the 
benefit of ite customers. Anvther reason 
given is that the Western Company wishes: 
to influence the price of flaxseed. As yet 
it has not materially affected the market 
here, the agent of the company quoting 
60c, nominally. It is probable, however, 
that a bid of 57c would not be refused. 


Manufactured whale oil is selling fairly, 
but only in jobbing lots. The firm tone 
of prices of crude tend to advance the 
prices of manufactured which are about 1c 
higher than when we last wrote. We quote 
54@55c for natural winter and 57(@58 for 
bleached. Manufactured sperm oil is also 
firm in sympathy with crude, makers quot- 
ing $1 05@1 08 for natural winterand $1 10 
@1 13 for bleached. 


Mustard seed oil is duil and prices are 
almost wholly nominal. Buyers do not 
care to pay holders’ views, and sellers are 
not forcing sales at the expense of a de- 
cline. We continue our quotations of 55@, 
60c for small quantities and 52'!;@58c for 
larger lots. 


English rapeseed oil is rather quiet, the 
only transactions being of retail lots. The 
market, however, is firm, and there is noth- 
ing to be had below $1, while some holders 
want up to $1 10 for small lots. There is 
one lot of American offering at 90c. 

Lard oil has advanced and closes very 
firm. Shortly after our last issue the 
market, follewing a decline in the raw ma- 
terial, went off, and sales were made 
down to 5lc, but the weak tone of 
stearine and aslight improvement in lard 
caused a reaction, and since Friday the 
tendency has been toward a higher basis. 
At the close to-night the market had 
reached 53@54c, and with stearine still de- 
clining and lard improving, the tendency 
of the oi! market is still upward. The de- 
mand has been fair and there was some 
inquiry from exporters earlier in the week 
which, however, has been checked by the 
higher views of holders. The low grades 
have little or no demand, but are steady in 
sympathy with prime. We quote extra 
No 1 48@50c, No 1 45@47c and No 2, of 
which there is not much offering, 42(@43c. 


Crude cotton seed oil is unchanged. 
The want of stock would prevent any ex- 
tensive sales, but as buyers, not being iu 
need of supplies, are indifferent the strin- 
gency is not felt, and has no effect on 
prices. During the week there have been 
sales of 50 bbls prime at 33!5c and 23 bbls 
inferior on private terms, supposed to have 
been in the neighborhood of 29c. Soap- 
stock arrives very slowly and meets with 
only a jobbing demand. Holders quote 2 
@2\¢e, but the latter is an outside price 
and is uw: paid for small jobbing lots. 

Summ. ,ellow cottonseed oil has been 
more inquired for during the past week, 
but no very large sales have been made 
on the spot. It is reported that there has 
been agale of a considerable quantity, at N. 
O.which has materially reduced the stock in 
that city. Holders on the spot here are 
seemingly more willing to meet buyers and 
4lc would now be a full price for prime, 
while off quality can be had at 39@39e, 
and possibly a shade lower.

Menhaden oil, owing toa lack of sup- 
plies, remains very dull. There has been 
nothing received during the week and 
there is very little oil now being made or 
in makers’ hands. Buyers are not inclined 
to pay more than 35c, but the manufactur- 
ers are holding what little oilthey have for 
38@40c. The prices of the manufactured 
oils are lower, relatively, than erude, and 
are very firm with an advancing tendency.

Bank and 
straits oils, following the market for crude 
menhaden, are higher, and holders are now 
quoting 38c for the former and 40c for the 
latter. Surveyor King, of Greenport, L. L, 
reports that during the past three months 
60,000,000 of menhadeu were rendered by 
Long Island factories into 120,000 gallons 
of oil and 6,000 tons of scrap. 

Cod oilis firm in sympathy, and sales 
would not now be made below 38@40c for 
domestic,and 43@45e for imported. There 
isnot much demand for large lots, but 
there is a fair demand for jobbing quanti- 
ties, 

Neatsfoot oil is selling as wanted to fill 
immediate reyuirement, but there is no 
call for large lots.

Mr.'l’. G. Sackett of Clarion County, 
Pennsylvania, writes intelligently 
upon the subject, and gives sume well 
sustained theories. We quote his 
communication in fa'l, as follows: 

“It is unquestionable that at all 
times a verta‘n amount of gas or vu- 
por escapes froin +uch a b.dy of oi', 
but that such a column, or ‘vapor 
rod,’ as you term it, should act aga 
conductor of electricity, we think is 
quite incorrect. We give you our 
opinion, not as a scientist, but from a 
practical point, or, rather, from that 
which observation has led us to be- 
lieve. Perhaps all of your readers may 
not be familiar with the facts, there— 
fore it will require a little preliminary 
explanation. 

Connected with each of these large 
iron tanks are a great number of iron 
pipes, leading oil from great distances 
and frem different po'nts into the 
tanks, the pipes ending abruptly 
within the tanks, which are closely 
covered, «xept at these openings or 
hatches in the upper parts of the 
tanks where the pipes are admitted. 
Now to illustrate, suppose a powerful 
current of electricity conducted bya 
rod of iron toa point where the rod 
terminates in the air—what is the re- 
sult? A stream or sparks of fire are 
produced from the end of the cou- 
ductor. Just so in the cage of oil 
tanks; at some point along these pipe 
lines the lightning has come in con- 
tact with some ons of them. Tnoat 
which might be expected is ju-t what 
does occur: the pipe line, acting asa 
concuctor, leads it directly to and in- 
side of the tank, where, reaching the 
eud of the iron line, sparks are pro- 
duced, and, of course, from the nature 
of .he gas contained in the tank above 
the oil an explosion and terrible fire 
is at once produced. You say, ‘Ordi- 
dary buildings, when properly pro- 
vided with rods, are cowparatively 
safe, etc , and that structures of iron, 
simply resting on the ground without 
rods, are alwaysexempt from’electrical 
damages. Such structures always pre- 
sent a continuous body of conducting 
material for the free passage of elec- 
tricity to earth. Why is it, then, that 
iron oil tanks form such conspicuous 
exceptions to our common experience 
with lightning? Rods put on other 
structures save them; but rods have 
been put on oil tanks, masts with rods 
have surrounded the tanks, but the 
tanks were exploded by lightning all 
the same.’ 

Now this. together with other things 
I will mention, just helps to support 
In the first place, we 


instunce where lightning struck a tank 
direct, If such an instance should 
occur. what would be the result? Just 
as you have stated above, the iron cov- 
ering would furnish a perfect conduc- 
tor to the earth. Why did not 
all those rods on and around 
the tanks protect them? Because 
the lightning did not come at those 
point (if it did, it would, of course be 
conducted into the earth), but it came 
from other points, by the iron pipe 
lines directly into the tank where the 
explosive matter was loc.ted. ‘I'o fur- 
ther prove this theory, I will give an 
«xample that came under my own ob- 
servation. Lightning struck a large 
oak tree, possibly fifty rods distant 
from an oil well, at which was a 
wooden tank capable of holding about 
150 barrels; from another well, pos- 
sibly forty rods distant, an iron pipe 
led the oil to this tank also. Imme- 
diately after the tree was struck this 
tank was on fire. Fortunately but 
little oil was in the tank, and before 
the fire had consumed the gas suffi- 
cient to reach the oil (as there was but 
little chance for air). wet blankets 
were placed over the hatch, and the 
fire smothered out No signs or marks 
of lightning could be traced, either

monize them. Red, being the most 
SUCCESSORS TO positive of colors, and having the 
middle station of the primaries, 


it harmonizes the negative powers or neu- 
trals of colors—black and white—and as it 
is more allied to the white or light than to 
the black or shade, this harmony is most 
remarkable in the union or opposition of 
white and red, and this contrast is most 
powerful in black and red. As a color, red 
is in itself pre-eminently beautiful, pow- 
erful, cheerful, splendid and ostentatious, 
and communicates these qualities to its two 
secondaries. Being a primary and simple 
color, it cannot be composed by the mix- 
ture of other colors. The first of the reds 
are the vermilions. ‘The true vermilion is 
a sulphuret of mercury, which, previous 
to being washed or levigated, is called 
cinnabar. It is of ancient origin and was 
known tothe Greeks under the name of 
kinnabari. In its native state it is now but 
little used, but is produced artificially 
in large quantities. A native cinnabar of 
the Chinese is said to be so pure 
as to require only grinding to become per- 
fect vermilion, not at all differing from 
that exported in large quantities from 
Chiva. Chinese vermilion is of a cooler 
and more crimson tone than the manufac- 
tured article, which in former times was 
known as minium; this term is now con- 
fined to red lead. ‘This artificial vermilion 
does not differ from the natural in any 
quality essential to its value as a pigment 
and is perfectly durable and unexceptional, 
varying in tint from dark red to scarlet. 
It is true, nevertheless, that vermilions 
have gained the unpleasant reputation of 
fading in a strong light, and of becoming 
black or dark with age or impure air. It 
has happened, accordingly, that vermilion 
which had been rendered lakey or crimson 
by mixture with lake or carmine has faded 
in the light, and when it has been toned 
up to aa scarlet hue by red or orange lead, 
it has afterward become blackened by im-

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pure air, etc. Good vermilion isa power- 
ful, vivid color of great body weigit and 
opacity. When pure it will be entirely 
destroyed by fire ina red heat, and is 
therefore reudily tested. When red or 
orange lead has been substituted for or 
used in adulterating vermilion, muriatic 
acid applied to such pigments will turn 
them more or less white or gray, but pure 
vermilion will not be affected by the acid, 
nor will they by pure or caustic alkalies, 
which change the color of the reds of 
iodine. The pigment known under the 
name of American vermilion, is the basic 
chromate or chrome red, obtained by treat- 
ing acetate of lead with chromic acid. It 
is a fugitive color and fades upon exposure 
to sunlight for any length of time, 
Its permanence depends much upon the 
quality of oil with which it is mixed, 
and a wearing coat of varnish adds to itg 
durability. A red, which has but recently 
come into the markot, is known as iodine 
scarlet, is of a most brilliant and vivid 
color. It has received several false appe{— 
lations, but is really an iodide or bi-iodide 
of mercury, varying in degrees of intense 
redness. It has the body and opacity of 
vermilion, but great care has to be exer- 
cised to keep it from contact with iron, 
which with most of the other metals, hag 
the power of changing this pigment to 
colors varying from yellow to black. Strong 
light rather deepens and cools it, and im- 
pure air soon utterly destroys its scarlet 
color, and even metallizes it in substances, 
By time alone this color vanishes in a thin 
wash or glaze without apparent cause, and 
it attacks almost every metallic substance, 
and some even in a dry state. Red 
lead or minium, is an oxide of 
lead obtained by heating the base metal in 
a reverberatory furnace into which air ig 
freely admitted after the temperature has 
reached about 600° F. It is of a deep 
color, inclined to scarlet and of fine hue, 
warmer than vermilion, to which pigment 
itis equal in body and opacity. When 
pure and alone light does not affect ite 
color, but white lead or any oxide or prep- 
aration of lead mixed with it soon 
deprives it of its color, as do also 
acids, and impure air will blacken and 
eventually metallize it. On account of itg 
extreme fugitiveness when mixed with 
white lead, it cannot be used with this pig- 
ment in forming tints, but, employed 
mixed with other pigments in simple var- 
nish or oil, not rendered drying with 
any metallic oxide, it may, under fa- 
vorable circumstances, stand a long 
time. Hence red lead has a variable 
character for durability. It is in 
itself an excellent dryer and has in this 
view beeu employed with other pigments, 
but as regards color it cannot be mixed 
with any safety with any other pigments 
than ochres, earths and blacks in general. 
Used alone, it answers as a good red paint 
forcommon purposes. Red ochre is the 
name proper rather to a class than to an 
individual pigment. The red ochres are 
for the most part rather hues than definite 
colors, or, more properly, they are classed 
with the tertiary semineutral and broken 
colors. They are, nevertheless, often very 
valuable pigments for their tints in dead 
coloring, and for their permanence, ete, 
A portion of them are native pigments, 
found in most countries, but many are the 
productions of manufacture. These pig- 
ments are known as Indian red, Venetian 
scarlet ochre, Indian ochre redding, rud- 
dle and bole, besides many other absurd 
appellations such as Spanish brown and 


majuliea. Indian red as its name would 
signify, was originally brought from 
India, where it was found in the 
natural state, a very rich iron 


ore, heratite, or peroxide of iron. It is now 
artificially manufactured. It is an anoma- 
lous red, of a purple russet hue of a good 
body and valued when fine for the pure- 
ness and tone of its tints, Its chemical 
tendency is to deepen, nevertheless, it is 
very permanent, neither light nor impure 
air, mixture with other pigments, time or 
fire effecting in general any sensible change 
in itand being opaque it covers well. 
The other red ochres are mixtures of iron 
oxide and clay in varying proportions, the 
color ranging from a bright red to a deeper 
shade, almost brown,

inasmuch as they had looked for a decline 
of atleast 1c, and one grinder intimated 
that a reduction of 1'sc would not have 
been too great in view of the competition 
of English sellers in this market. The 
reasons for and against the decline, 
as presented at Saratoga, will be found 
ully set forth on our editorial pages. 

At the meeting of the Western Consoli- 
dated Lead Co., held on Wednesday lsst, 
the following schedule of rebates was 
adopted o take effect from that date. The 
changes are in italics:

Tuespay EveE., July 20, 1880. 

The prices of drugs have been more un- 
settled the last few days, for some reason. 
Trade is slack, though not unusually so 
for this period of the year, and there 
seems really to be no good cause for 
either an advance or a decline in yalues. 
For the most part, the changes seem to be 
in favor of buyers. Opium and its pro- 
ducts have led in the decline, while there 
has also been a decided break in iodide of 
potassium, Quinine stands at the head of 
the list of articles which have an advancing 
tendency, and some of the essential oils 
follow this course. The German drugs 
are many of them in a very firm position, 
as noticed last week, owing to the unfavora- 
ble weather which has prevailed abroad,and 
which is expected to materially reduce the 
production of some of the more important 
articles, 

Opium. 

The market is in a peculiar condition for 
which it is difficult to account, There has 
not been much of a demand except for 
small jobbing orders, and this has had an 
effect on prices which have gradually 
weakened since our last, and at the close 
orders can readily be filled at $675 duty 
paid, while we hear that even as low as 
$6 55 was accepted for one small lot. ‘This 
however is an exceptionally low figure and 
cannot be considered as the market, $6 75 
being the lowest we hear named. One or 
two dealers will not accept this and name 
$7 as their limit, There has been a lot of 
10 cs offering on the market for which a 
bid of $650 duty paid was solicited and 
14 cs thought to include, these 10 were 
picked up to-day at a private figure, but 
supposed at about $650. ‘There are some 
enquires for parcels on speculative ac- 
count but the weak state of the mar- 
ket has induced the purchasers to hold 
off in ;the hope that the price will sag still 
further. Notwithstanding the present 
condition of affairs the feeling seems to be 
one of confidence among the trade that the 
low prices are only temporary, and that 
higher figures will rule further on. This 
we think will depend somewhat on the ac- 
tion of the syndicate which is now an ob- 

ject of interest. As there has been a consid- 
erable amount of conjecture in reference to 
the stock in this city we have endeavored 
to get as nearas possible a correct count. We 
make the totalin bonded warehouse up to 
this date, 1892 cases of 150 lbs each.

PHARMACEUTICAL ITEMS. 


Test ror Ow SesaMe.—<According to 
the Jour. de Pharm. d'Anvcrs, oil of se- 
same, which is frequently used for the 
adulteration of olive oil, is itself often 
adulterated with cheaper oils, such as 
cottonseed, poppy, or mustard oil. The 
latter may be detected ns follows: Into 
a test tube put 10 ce. of the oil of se- 
same, add carefully 4 drops of sulphuric 
acid, shake briskly for a few minutes, 
then add 4 drops of nitric acid, and 
shake again. If the oil is pure, it will 
acquire a deep green tint, which rapidly 
passes into a currant red; if it is adul- 
terated with any of th2 above oils, no 
such coloration will make its appear- 
ance. 





Hope For A CotoreD Nosr.—A secret 
preparation for bleaching red noses is 
known by the name of menyl, and on 
analysis was found to consist of a liquid 
compound of thymol, with salicylicand 
benzoic acids, ard a powder of French 
chalk with a little carbolic acid. Its 
composition would seem to argue that 
the inventor considered that the color- 
ing of the nose was caused by decompo- 
sition, as he has compounded so many 
antiseptics to produce the nostrum. 
There’s comfort for the wicked, 





Citrate of Magnesia.

precipitate. We have never yet seen a 
solution of citrate magnesia that will 
keep clear indefinitely. A great many 
so-called preparations have been 
brought before the public, but in time 
proved to be failures, The nearest ap- 
proach to perfection can be made by 
following the formula published in the 
Om, Paint anp Drua Reporter of Feb, 
1lth, page 147. Even this, however, 
will not keep clear always. For this 
reason, and also because more satisfac- 
tory in its effects, it is better to make 
the solution in small quantities and sup- 
ply your customers with a fresh article. 





The Medical Uses of Wattle Bark. 

A drachm of wattle bark in two-thirds 
of a breakfast cupful of boiling water, 
infused one or two hours, and given in 
doses of a teaspoonful every half hour, 
is a valuable remedy in infantilo diar 
rhea, two or three doses affording re- 
lief. In dysetery its value is not so 
marked. In “sora eyes,” catarrhal 
ophthalmia, it is a favorite and success- 
ful country remedy 

Two drachms of. the tincture mixed 
with an ounce of glycerine, is a useful 
application, in discharge from the ears, 
for chapped lips, sore nipples, and slight 
fissures of various kinds. ‘This forms a 
good substitute for glycerine and tannic 
acid.

Rhinacanthus Communis—A Remedy 
for Ring Worm and other Skin Dis- 
eases. 


We take the following from ‘‘New 
Remedies:” ‘Dr. P. Liborius states 
that, while in Hong Kong, he became 
acquainted with a dreg which consisted 
of the root fibres of a plant growing in 
Siam, and exported from Bangkok to 
Hong Kong. It is used in form of 
tincture, which goes there by the name 
ot “ring worm tincture.” Afterward 
he learned from Dr. Gerlach, a practis- 
ing physician and botanist, living ian 
Hong Kong, that the root was derived 
from Rhinacanthus communis Nees van 
Esenb. A sma'l quantity of this drug 
was examined at the Pharmaceutical in- 
stitute of the University of Dorpat, 
under Prof. Dragendorff, and among a 
number of other usual constituents, 
there was found in the plant a peculiar 
substanve, named by the author rhina- 
canthin, which constitutes, at ordinary 
temperature, a tough, resinous, dark, 
cherry red mass, the color of which is 
altered to greenish-yellow by acids, but 
restored to red by alkalies. It appears 
to be related to chrysophanic acid; and 
it also seems to have similar therapeu- 
tical properties. The root is sold at 
Hong Kong at $2 per Ib.” 


Norz.—As this “tough, resinous, 
dark, cherry-red mass’’ seems to possess 
the necessary characteristics, we recom- 
mend that some enterprising cheniist 
experiment with a view of forming a 
new base for a test paper.—Eb. 

Coloration of Iodide of Potassium. 

The cause of the coloration of potas- 
sium iodide by light having been much 
discussed of late years, it may perhaps 
be worth while to give a somewhat de- 
tailed account of our own attemonts at 
the solution of the problem, Four 
tubes containing a weak solution of the 
salt, which filled them to about one- 
third of their capacity, were exhausted 
atthe Sprengel pump; air which had 
been freed from carbonic and all other 
acids, by long contact and frequent agi- 
tation witb caustic potash, was then ad- 
mitted by a special arrangement, and 
the tubes were sealed off; two were ex- 
posed to sunlight and two were encased, 
At the same time some more of the so- 
lution was placed in four ordinary test 
tubes, which were simply plugged with 
cotton wool, and exposed to the sunlight 
and darkened respectively, in a similar 
manner to the previous pairs, A!l the 
insulated tubes rapidly became colored, 
no difference being noticeable between 





‘the rates of coloration in the tubes con- 
‘taining ordinary and purified air, those 


kept in the dark being perfectly pre- 
served. A peir of tubes was now 





charged with solution, exhausted and 
sealed off, No change took place on 
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iosalation, and thus the somewhat im- 
probzble alteraativeof mere dissociation 
was disposed of and the conclusion re- 
mained that the effect of light was due 
to direct oxidation, without the ivter- 
ventiou of any acid. There can be li'— 
tle doubt that solution of potassium 
iodide of any strength would be pre- 
served in a well stoppered bottle in the 
dark, and woald be much more econve- 
nient than the fragments of solid salt 
we are most of us in the habit of using. 
—T. B. Blunt ia Zhe Anatyst. 


On Diluted Phosphoric Acid. 

The deposits and impurities found 
by Mr. P. C. Jensen in diluted phos- 
phoric acid, as detailed in the May 
uumber of this journal, page 131, were 

}robably occasioned by the phosphate 
of calcium present in the glacial 
phosphoric acid, as well as or- 
ganic matter in the water used in the 
manufacture of the specimens exam- 
ined. A perfectly pure article of glacial 
phosphoric acid is seldom found in the 
market; instead of being a soft gummy 
mass it is usually found molded into 
sticks largely contaminated with pbos- 
phate of calcium or sodium; the latter 
substances being added in order to give 
it consistence. This renders it objec- 
tionable to use in the manufacture of 
the dilute acid, not only on account of 
the impuritics it contains, but the pro- 
dact is frequently much deficient in 
strength. The process is much em- 
ployed, however, on account of its easy 
mapipulation. The first process recom- 
mended by the Pharmacopeia is ob- 
jectionable on account of the danger 
attending its use; when trying to dis- 
solve the phosphorus in the dilute nitric 
acid, particles of phosphorus becoming 
disengaged would strike against the 
upper part of the apparatus, ignite, and 
break it, and not unfrequently the mix- 
ture explodes. The method proposed 
by Prof. Markoe is open tothe same 
objections, the addition of the bromine 
forming an even more dipgerous com- 
pound than the other. Another is the 
iodine process; this consists in the oxi- 
dation of the phosphorus by the inter- 
vention of iodiue without the applica- 
tion of heat. A working formula ia 
given in the following: 


Tvkeclean phosphorus, 360 gis; nitric 
acid, 5 troy ounces; iodine, 2 grains; 
and water, q. 8.—mix and set aside. 
The phosphorus may be cleaned by im- 
mersing it in » weak solution of chromic 
acid water. The iodine acting on the 
phosphorus produces iodide of phos- 
phorus, this is decomposed by the 
water into phosphoric and hydriodic 
acids, and these reacting on the nitric 
acid again produce iodine which again 
acts on the phosphorus, until the latter 
has been entirely oxidized. 


When the phosphorus is dissolved, 
evaporate to 2 ounces and dilute with 
with distilled water to measure 20 
fluid ounces and filter. All the nitrous 
acid vapor should beexpelied, and if 
red yapors are still given off when con- 
centrated, it should be diluted and 
again evaporated. This process, aside 
from its interesting chemical reactions, 
is the simplest and perhaps the best 
adapted to the wants of the retail phar- 
macist. Requiring no heat in the oxi 
dation of the phosphorus, it is readily 
manipulated by any one, end the 
propuct I have always found to be reli- 
able as regards purity and strength, and 
developing neither organic fungous 
growth nor deposits on long standing.——
